for vi.sitors from all parts of the 
world. As the giant structure 
took final form the trek of vi.s¬ 
itors increased year by year and 
in 1941 exceeded all previous 
records. In that year more than 
838,000 persons vi.sitod the proj¬ 
ect. 

Plans wer e being laid for 
handling even greater numbers 
In 1942. But then came the fate¬ 
ful Sunday, December 7, 1941, 
and the dam was immediately 
clo.sed to vi.sitor.s, and the adja¬ 
cent area placed under rigid re¬ 
strictions. Only through traffic 
was permitted to cross the dam, 
anfl that under heavy convo.v 
' The armies of Nippon collap.sed 
almost as .suddenly as they had 
started the war and Boulder Dam 
I was again opened to the public. 

But there were some who 
doubted that Boulder Dam, after 
four years of visitors’ restrictions, 
would recapture the appeal of the 
touring public as in pre -war days. 
The.se doubts were shortlived. Al¬ 
though there had been no pub¬ 
licity or announcement of the lift¬ 
ing of visitors’ bans, on the 
opening day last September 2. 
more than 4,000 per.sons visited 
the project and indications are 
that the number of visitors in 
1946 will pass all previous marks, 
ludging by the month of .January.

We’ve had boys in every large city acting as Mayors, Fire Chiefs, Police Chiefs, etc., so that boys 
would learn the social problems of living together under law and order. 

Our churches teach our boys the answers to their religious problems. 

We have supervised recreation so that they will have clean minds and strong, healthy bodies. 

^rvice clubs-Kiwanis, Rotary, Lions, etc., discuss juvenile delinquency at their luncheon meet¬ 
ings so that Father can do his part. 


However, it is my belief that the most important problem these boys 
must learn to solve, which is — the economic problem of life, 
— is given practically no consideration at all.

A group of men interested in the problem of juvenile delinquency conducted a survey of a State 
Reform School with this startling result: 92 per cent of the boys i n that reform school were there 
because the family structure had collapsed. Further study revealed that in 96 per cent of those 
cases the family structure had collapsed for one real fundamental reason - INCOME HAD 
STOPPED. 

This economic problem can be explained to boys-and girls too, in v e r y simple language. “IT 
TAKES MONEY FOR FAMILIES TO LIVE.’’ Certainly, this statement is not debatable. Cer¬ 
tain things must go on, regardless of emergencies such as death, disability and old age. The eco¬ 
nomic problems of food, shelter and clothing continue-even though the source from which thev 
were derived is eliminated. MONEY MUST COME FROM SOME PLACE. 

Boys-and girls too, must be taught the solution of this economic problem, because money will 
either come from a source organized for this purpose, in an orderly manner-a pre-arranged way, 
or it will come out of those chaotic processes common with emergency. Money MUST come! 

That’s one lesson I would teach during Bovs’ Week because unless we, as a Nation, teach our chil¬ 
dren the hard lesson of life-“THAT TOMORROW’S INCOME MUST BE PROVIDED FOR 
OUT OF TODAY’S INCOME’’-a lesson many of us have learned too late-then we are bound to 
have broken homes and juvenile delinquency.
